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Water Board 
Must Know Cost 


A lapse of five months will be 
necessary before construction of 
a water system can be started to 
bring aid to an area threatened 
with failing wells, the Cucamonga 
County Water district board of 
trustees learned yesterday. 

The board heard an outline of 
legal requirements necessary to 
the forming of the district from 
James R. Edwards, attorney as- 
sociated with the law firm of 
Surr & Hellyer, San Bernardino. 

Mr. Edwards told the board 
they could arrive at the funds 
for construction of the system 
through taxation or through a 
bond issue. He recommended a 
bond issue which would be more 
expedient but would depend on 
a preliminary-survey by a quali- 
fied engineer to set costs of con- 
struction. 

A bond election date can not 
be set before the middle of June, 
the board agreed. Allowing for 
the lapse of time required by 
legal stipulations the election 
could not be held sooner than 11 
weeks from now, the board said. 

R. V. Ward, assistant engineer 
for: the County Flood Control dis- 
trict who will be retired soon, 
was interviewed by the board 
for the position of district en- 
gineer.

Parking District Preliminaries 
Cleared For City Council Action 


With an official appraisal con- 
firming an unofficial valuation 
of proposed parking lot proper- 
ties, the Upland city council to- 
night may take action that will 
eventually bring into legal reality 
the proposed parking assessment 
district. 

At least, all documents are on 
file today enabling the officials.

form a legal assessment district.

trict.

Appraisal Confirmed 
The answer given by Mr. John- 
son confirms the previous ap- 
praisal, 
Since many legal details are 
to be observed in formation of 
the district, the council may em- 
ploy an attorney, who specializes 
in this type of work. City Attorney 
Henry M. Busch has suggested 
such a move. 
In any event, various legal 
steps are to be taken before the 
district is formed. Public hear- 
ings will be held to. provide an 
opportunity for all opponents to 
present their case. 
Among the steps necessary will 
be negotiations between the city 
and the owners of 17 parcels of 
land that are scheduled for use 
as off-street parking sites in the 
downtown area.

Stopping Bag

City Clerk Hazel Cassell re- 
cently muffed the answer to a 
question posed by Howard Paul- 
in, who is assistant director of 
civilian defense as well as Up- 
land’s fire chief. 

‘Hazel,’ the fire chief asked, 
“what would you do if an atom 
bomb. dropped near Upland right 
now?” 


Now,’ Upland’s city clerk keeps 
mighy well informed on civic is- 
sues. The question to her was 
one to take in stride. 


With calm assurance she tolled 
off the things one should do in 
case of a nearby bomb drop. 

When she finished the fire 
chief shook his head. ‘‘No you 
wouldn’t, Hazel. The things you 
listed are all right for a house- 
wife. but you are parti of the 
civilian. defense staff. Your 
place, in ¢as8e “of a’ bombing, 
would be out in front of city hall 
recruiting volunteer civilian de- 
fense workers.”’ 

Mrs. Cassell’s face was a little 
red but she admitted she had 
goofed on the question and prom- 
ised to do her homework  bet- 
ter in’ the future. 

This expose came out at a re- 
cent meeting of the BPW club, 
with Mrs. Cassell beating the fire 
chief to the punch. She told about 
the incident before he appeared 
on the program as one of the 
speakers of the evening. 

I asked myself the same ques- 
tion and couldn’t get a sensible 
answer. At the time I put the 
question I was driving along Eu- 
clid Ave. ‘If a bomb was to land 
would I .do?” 

Not being able to provide a 
suitable answer to my own ques- 
‘tion, it behooved me to find out 
what friends and fellow towns- 
men would divulge if faced with 
the same question. 

Garwood Warders, Little 
League commissioner, was the 
first to come within questioning 
distance. 

“What,’’ I asked, ‘‘would be 
the first things you would do if 
an atom bomb dropped 10 miles 
from here?’’ 

He looked at me like I had 
just crawled out of the woodwork 
and said: ‘‘H-m-m-m.’’ 

After getting squared away in| 
a confident manner he said: ‘Had 
you asked: me this question ~ a: 
week ago I would have had no 
answer. It happens that Bill Wal- 
ton was in the office on business 
one day last week when a bomb 
was exploded in Nevada. This led 
to a discussion of bombings. 

“Bill seems well posted. He 
said the best thing to do. would 
be to drop to the floor and wait 
until the shock wave passed. Then 
to’ move away in the. opposite 
direction from the scene of the 
blast.’’ 

This. was a lot closer to an 
answer than anything I had been 
able to provide for myself. ‘The 
next quarry selected was Velma 
Owen.at San ‘Antonio, Community 
hospital. 

She reacted to the question as 
though her actions immediately 
after would be the most natural 
thing in the world. 

“Why, I would get in the hos- 
pital corridor and stay there until 
further instructions,’’ she an- 
swered. 

Her calm assurance shook me 
because I had yet to get an an- 
swer to my.own question. 

I next’ caught Leslie (Scoop) 
Foster, publisher ‘uf the Cuca- 
monga Times, right in the middle 
of a big publishing project. He 
scratched his head. 

“Erother, that is a question. 
If it did happen right now I 


wouldn’t have to worry about], 


this danged job I’m working on. 
Being a fireman and a part of 
the local civil defense unit, my 
first duty would be to stand by 
at the fire station. Of course I 
would want to give my family all 
the protection possible and see 
they were taken care of. What 
I did would depend a lot on how 
close the bomb was dropped and 
the damage done locally.”’ 

The next person to receive the 
question was Dorothy Gardner in 
her gift shop at 275 N. Second 
Ave. I knew she had. attended 
the BPW meeting where Chief 
Paulin spoke. This would be a 
good chance to see if that luscious 
banquet had made her drowsy 
during the speaking. 

She grabbed the question with 
a sure grip and started swinging. 
“IT would see that all appliances 
were cut off,’’’she stated, ‘‘and 
then hug the safest inside room 
for protection. After the shock 
subsided I would assist in re- 
cruiting volunteer civilian de: 
fense workers.’’ 

“Go to the head of the class, 
Dorothy,’’ I muttered to myself 
and departed. 

Mrs. Jack Lepoff, 765 Vallejo 
Way, was taken by surprise when 
the question was propounded. 

“Oh, my!’’ she gasped, ‘‘what 
a question. Well, if the house 
were still standing I would get 
under something with the chil- 
dren for protection until the im- 

act subsided. We would definite- 

‘stay indoors. I would get a 
supply of water and cover the 
containers and ‘keep the radio 
tuned’ to the station giving de- 
tails. And, another thing, we 
would stay’ inside until- told it 
was Safe to go outside:’’ .

Next in,order was Ann Stiker, 
who lives at 2009 N. Euclid Ave. 
She took a practical outlook. 

“If a bomb dropped that close 
I’d probably be dead.’ 

“But. if you survived?” I 


prompted, 

~She.--studied .... a. cminute.; {Of 
course, if I had a_ civilian de- 
fense assignment that would ‘be 
the thing I would get to first. I 
think we should all be trained to 
know what to do in case of such 
a disaster. In case of a bombing 
such as you mention, I could 
always’ go to the cellar and of 
course. try to keep contact by: 
radio.But a: bomb blast that: close 
would knock out ‘utilities and 
without electricity a:radio would 
be useless. I... have. thought. of 
using the car radio in: such:an 
emergency.’ 

Mrs. E. J. Pollack, secretary 
for the Miller Realty Co., said she 
was not too well posted on civi- 
lian defense ‘activities. : 

“We have a strong room in 
the back of the building and that 
is where I would go. It is a 
cement building and might be 
safe.

A garden that represents two 
score years of constant attention 
and development at. the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. A. B. Clarke, 546 
Campus Ave., is one of the most 
beautiful in the West End_ac- 
cording to expert horticulturists. 

Bordering the garden. and part 
of it. is an arbor that ingenuity, 
hard work and patience ‘has 
turned into a riot’ of blooming. 
growing plants. This, enclosure. 
formerlv a lathe house is roofed 
with—of all things—burned out 
neon lieht tubes. 

Mr. Clark. hitting on an ingen- 
ious idea. haunted city dumps 
and electric companies in his 
aquest for discarded neon tubes. 
His search was made diffieult 
hecause the -tuhes he needed had 
to fit snecifications. 

His architectural planning call- 
ed for a flat roof ton. four feet 
wide, the length of the arhor. 
with the rest of the roof sloning 
from the top. The 
slone on either side to he eight 
feet Jong. This left Mr. Clark 
with the alternative of searching 
out neon tubes of both four or 
eight foot lengths. 

Nearly 1.00 Tubes 

He constructed a light frame- 
work to support the tubes which 
were laid in place side hy side. 
In all. the roof contains a few 
less than 1.900 burned out tubes. 

“Tight comes throvgh but verv 
little rain.’’ Mr. Clarke said. 
“The tuhes seem to adhere to 
each other after they are in 
place awhile. Rain seepage 
makes no problem.’’ 

The interior of the improvised 
greenhouse is a_ profusion of 
growing plants with many in 
hanging containrs and others in 
wall. and floor boxes. The floor 
is of rough flagstone in keeping 
with the rustic motiff of the en- 
tire garden. 

Cultivated in the greenhouse by 
Mr. and Mrs. Clarke are plants 
native to California and eastern 
states as well as a wide array 
of tropical species. 

Mrs. Clark is a fuchsia fancier 
and for manv vears entered ex- 
hibits in fuchsia shows in this 
area.

Upland chamber of commerce industrial survey, just 
ed, has listed only 50 acres within the Upland limits 
are available for use by industries. 
Some choice, light industries may be interested in us- 
ing the industrial sites, but generally speaking Upland’s tax 
and municipal economy can never count very heavily 
on industrial assessed valuation. Our biggest industries 
here how are Western Mouldings & Stampings, Inc., and the 
eu Products Co., in addition to the citrus packing houses. 
hese are outstanding assets to the community and many 
more concerns like them would be sincerely welcomed. 

For years many local people have sought to get new 
industries within the community. Several very good “pros- 
pects” Have recently inspected local sites and at least two 
local real estate firms have definitely sought to locate here 
durting this year, but to no avail. 

East of Upland in the Cucamonga area are many miles 
of fine industrial sites. This area, and including the Kaiser 
Steel Co., in Fontana, has been described as the new “indus- 
trial center of Southern California.” And it may well be. 

Generally speaking, Uplanders might as well accept the 
fact that this community will continue to be a choice resi- 
dential area with industries elsewhere. That is a fine ar- 
rangement for ideal living but it is not a good arrangement 
in municipal economy. Usually, assessed valuation placed 
primatily on residences does not provide enough of a base 
for @ modest tax rate. Industries, it is generally known, are 
a fing source of tax revenue. And so without them, and not 
much prospect of getting industries, Uplanders must look al- 

ayé t6 residential and citrus property for their tax base. 

“I would rathet pay a few dollars a year more in taxes 
oh my. home than to have industries close by,” said one 
Uplatitter recently. 

hile Upland’s tax rate is comparatively very low, it 
may Have to be increased if the usual municipal services are 
given to the increasing population.

The Upland Public Library 
may not ‘‘bust at the seams” 
but what promises to become a 
confusing: situation is in the off. | 
ing if the increase in patronage | 
and receipt of new books con- | 
tinues at the tempo of the last} 
few. years. 

The present structure housing 
the library was constructed in 
1913 when the population of Up- 
land was about 2,500. At that 
time the library had 1,200 books 
oh the shelves. 

Today Upland is crowding the 
12,000 mark in population and the! 
library owns 36,000 volumes, with 
about 25 per cent on ioan at all 
times. The library staff finds it 
a trying task to arrange accom- 
modations for about 27,000 vol-| 
umes. Added to this load are 
many newspapers and maga- 
zines. ’ 

The city council, for the last} 
two years, has been unsuccessful | 
in setting up provisions in the 
annual budget to take care of 


construction which would 


give the library a much needed | 
addition. 4 
Funds Unavailable 


Councilman Robert Thr all, 
head of the finance committe, 
told councilmen recently funds | 
were not sufficient to take care 
of present budgeted expenditures 
and set aside money 
library expansion. 

He said an attempt had been | 
made. in the last two budgets to 
take care of all needs of city 
government and squeeze out 
enough to start a library building 
fund. 

The present library system had 
modest - start. April . 24, 
1900 when a group met to form 
the first library board. The or- 
ganizational meeting was held 
the same year on May 24. Re- 
cords of that first meeting shows 
24 board members and the first} 
funds amounted to $112 and were 
collected by subscription. 

The library was housed above 
a grocery store about two doors 
south of the present site of the 
First National Bank. 

Officials of the first board in- 
cluded E. C. Harwood, president, 
Mrs. Westland-Beaubier, Dr. M. 
E. Hill, Mrs. L. D. Temple and 
Charles Ruedy. 

This first library owned 400 
volumes. 


Books Added 


In 1918, when the library moved 
to the building where it is now 
housed, the number of books was 
increased to, 2,200.
